To Be Held With a View to Prodding 


Better Supply for Foundries, 


Hep res ea tatives of the coke produc-

In order to make the zoning system 


of the distribution of bituminous coal 
effective the railroads have laid em- 
bargoes on shipments to pointa. not 
within the prescribed limits. $t is 
by this means that the Fuel Adminis- 
tration provided for the enforcement 
of the zonal regulations. 


Under ' these regulations coal can- 


not be shipped .from one zone to an- 
other, except in special cases which 
are governed by the granting of per- 
mits. 
Consumers requiring 
special 


grades of coal ior certain purposes 
can be provided with coal from any 
zone if the tacts of their needs are -es- 
tablished in a prescribed way upon 
applica.tfc)n of the shipper, to whom 
a permit to make the shipment will 
be given. 


Coal intended for the manufacture 


of by-product coke, smithing coal, and 
coal used in the manufacture of gas 
can be shipped beyond the zone lim- 
its under special permit.
